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SUBSTITUTE RATION DEVISED 
FOR CALVES OF DAIRY HERDS 

In dairy herds whose entire output 
Is sold as whole milk at high prices, 
there is need for a means of raising 
the calves ou other feeds. A number 
of substitute rations have been 
worked at various experiment stations 
which have proved fairly satisfactory'. 
On the experimental farm of the 
United States department of agricul- 
ture, at. Deltsville, Md., a mixture has 
been devised as the result of experi- 
ence, which is suggested for us fn 
raising calves where the whole milk 
is more profitably disposed of through 
other sourcea. 

Tho department's recommended ra- 
tion is as follows: Take 50 parts fine- 
ly ground corn, IB parts linseed oil 
meal, 15 parts finely ground rolled 
oats, 10 parts dried blood fiour, 10 
parts flklm-mllk powder, one-hali part 
salt. Stir up uith warm water at tho 
rate of 1 pound of the meal mixture to 
about G pounds of water. Increase 
gradually as the w^ole milk is de- 
creased, until at the time the calf Is 
50 days old it should be getting oOiy 
the gruel. At this' time 1% to 2 pounds 
of the meai mixed with water will 
constitute a day's feed. The total 
quantity of milk used Is about 300 
pounds; if less la fed tho calves aro 
'likely to be unthrifty. 

The time at which calves can be put 
on milk substitutes alone, says de- 
partment dairymen, depends upon the 
same fcators as in the use of sepa- 
rated milk, namely, the breed, develop- 
ment, and vigor of the calves, etc. It 
is hardly safe, as a rule, even with 
the most vigorous ones, to attempt to 
put .them on milk substltutea alon« 
wItMn 'one month after birth; and 
with calves below normal In vigo« 
some milk for two months or moro 
may bo necessary to raise them. 

The department suggests, as a guide 
for feeding the above substitute to 
large vigorous calves, the following 
schedule: First 10 days, 10 pounds 
of whole milk daily; second 10 days, 
S pounds of milk and 0.4 pound of 
meal (mixed up in G times its weight 
of \yarm water);.- third 10 days, G 
pounds milk and 0.8 pound meal; 
fourth 10 days, 4 pounds milk and- 1.2 
pounds meal; after GO days, 2 pounds 
meal and no milk. Smaller and less 
vigorous calves should bo fed some- 
what less, and Uie milk feeding should 
b^continued a little longer. In any. 
eV^nt, a total of 300 pounds of milk 
should be sufilcient. Grain and rough- 
age should be fed with milk substi- 
tutes tho same ns with separated milk,. 

Whole milk Is the best food for a 
calf; skim milk ranks second. Calves 
fed the substitute as stated abovo 
have been subject to no more dlges- 
tivo troubles than tiie skim milk fed 
calves and tho "gains In weight have 
not been materially leas. ' \
